24. When the soldier is in confloemept under a general 
court-martial sentence expressly imposing imprisooment 
uotil or beyond the exoviration of his term, or is discharged 
under sentence of general court-marti«], or by order from 
the War Department specifying forfeiture, or because of 
imprisonment by the civil authority. 

3d. When the soldier is dnchorend for minority concealed 
at enlistment, or for other cause involving fraud in enlist- 
meot, or for disability caused by bis own misconduct. 

4th, Upon the approved finding of a board of officers that 
the sulaier bas not served honestly and taithfully to the date 
of bis discharge. A board for the determination of the 
question involved will be instituted whenever a soldier has 
been denied the privilege of a furlough at the end of three 
years’ service, or on the application either of his company 
or post communder. Whenever practicable the board will 
be convened at least thirty days betore the date of the sol- 
dher’s discharge ; it will be appointed by the post commuand- 
er, except where the applicatiun for it originates with him- 
self, in which case the department commander will appoint 
it. The proceedings, showing all the facts pertinent to the 
inquiry, with the views of the intermediate commanders in- 
dorsed thereon, will be transmitted for the consideration 
and action of the War Department. 

The cause of torfeiture of retained pay will be stated on 
the muster and pay rolls and on the final statements of the 
soldier.

CONSPIRACY AT 8ST. LOUIS.® 


Durine tbetrial by General Court-martial at Fort 
Leavenworth of men charged with desertion, 
brougbt from Jefferson Barracks for tbat purpose, 
it was ascertained from the evidence that there is a 
eoliusion between a certain non-commissioned 
officer and a policeman who does duty near the 
post, by which men who desire to give themselves 
up ae deserters are prevented from doingso. The 
arrapgemenis are that the police officer is notified 
of the fact, a description of the man is given by the 
non-commissioned officer to the policeman, when 
the Jatter makes tbe arrest and receives $60. This 
eum is then divided between thetwo men. When 
the deserter wbo desires to surrender first enters 
the place and tells of his purpose, be is informed 
that potbing of the kind can be done. Betore he 
reacbes the gate the policeman has been fully 
posted, the deserter is arrested, taken before the 
adjutant, a voucber made out for the apprehension 
money, and the Government w robbed o through 
the connivance of the non-commissioned officer. 
These facts bave been ted under oath before 
the court by different men.—San Antonto Express. 


ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 
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NON-PAYMENT OF DEBTS BY OFFICERS. 


JupGe Nort, of the Court of Claims, in his opin- 
ion in the case of Bird L. Fletcher, late captain, U. 
8. A., retired, delivered on June 8, makes someinter- 
esting observations ing the non-payment of 
debts by officers and the legality of a Court-mar- 
tial sentence based on that offence. 

Capt. Fletcher, it will be remembered, through 
his counsel, Mr. Geo. A. King, of Wasbington, 
brought suit to recover the amount of salary ara 
retired officer from the time of his dismissal in 1583, 
and for restoration to the retired list on the ground, 
first, that the proceedings, findings, etc., in his vase 
were approved by the Secretary of War without ref- 
erence to the President, and, second, the charge of 
indebtedness does not constitute an effence punisha- 
ble Lb ny my from the Army. Tae Court sus- 
tained the first point,and awarded judgment for 
$9,654, being amount of sal due him from the 
date of bis illegal dismissal in 1883 to 1888, when 
President Cleveland formally approved the Court- 
martial papers. But on the second point the Court 
overruled, Judge Nott, in his opinion, stating : 

“ We wust determine whether the acts set up in 
the specifications, of which Captain Fietcher was 
found guilty, constitute an offence which will sus- 
tain the charge and consequently the sentence, 

“It must be confessed that, in the affairs of civil 
life and under the rules and principles of muvicipal 
law, what we ordinarily know as fraud relates to 
the obtaining of a man’s money, and not torefusing 
to pay it back. Itis bard for the trained lawyer to 
conceive of an indictment or declaration which 
should allege that the defendant defrauded A or B 
by refusing to return to him the money which he 
had borrowed from him. Our legal training, the 
legal babit of mind, as it is termed, inclines us to 
dissociate punishment from acts which the law does 
not define as offences. As one of our greatest writ- 
ers of fiction puts it, with metaphysical fitness and 
accurate sarcasm as she describes one of ber legal 
characters, * His moral horizon was limited by the 
civil code of Tennessee.’ That it is a fraud to ob- 
tain a man’s money by dishonest representations, 
but not a fraud to keep it afterwards by any amount 
of lying and deceit, is a distinction of statutory 
tracing. The gambler who throws away other peo- 
ple’s money and the spendthrift who uses it in lux- 
urious living instead of paving it back, cheat and 
defraud their creditors as effectually as the knaves 
and sharpers who drift within the meshes of the 
criminal law. We learnt as law students in Black- 
stone that there are things which are malum in se 
and.in addition to them, things which are merely 
malum prohibitum ; but unhappily io the affairs of 
real life wwe find that there are many things which 
are malum in se without likewise being malum pro- 
hibitum. In military life there is a higher code 
termeu honor, which holds its society to stricter ac- 
countability; and it is not desirable that the stand- 
ard of the Army shall come down to the require- 
ments of a criminal code. Moreover, the specifica- 
tions aver in one instance that the claimant used 
his honorable military position to borrow money 
upon, and assured his creditors of payment from 
the psy which the Government allows to officers on 
the retired list. It may or may not be dishonorable 
fora man not to pay his debts; but that may de- 
pend upon how he incurred them and whether it is 
within bis human possibilities to pay them. Cer- 
tainly the Government does not give officers the 
respectability of rank and the support of retired 
pey to enable them to prey upon their fellow citi- 
zeps. Remembering the bonorable military record 
of the claimant, the court is averse to commenting 
upon tbe detailsof the specifications, especially as 
it ia pot at liberty to review the evidence, but at 
the same time cannot hold that refusing to pay a 
debt may not be conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman. 

“The court is therefore of the opinion that when 
the President approved the sentence Capt. Fletcher 
ceased to be an officerin the Army. But the court 
is at the same time of the opinion that the sentence 
did not becowe operative until then; and that from 
December 1. 1883, when the claimant was last paid, 
to July 5, 1888, when the sentence was confirmed by 
the President, Capt. Fleteber is entitled to recover 
the pay of his rank on the retired list.”

alleging that he permitted a soldier to be insolent to bim 
without rebuke, interfered when another officer attempted 
to confine the soldier, locked bimeelf in bis quarters to 
avoid an official interview with his post commander, and 
refused to obey summons to said interview; did refuse the 
post surgeon and post adjutant admittance to bis quarters, 
they having been urdered to make a physical examination, 
Charge 3, Disobedience of lawful orders, the specification 
alleging that he enabied a private soldier to obtain a case of 
beer from the post trader's store in violation of post orders ; 

4, Violation of 34 Article of War; three specifica- 
tions, alleging unauthorized absence from drill and dress 
parade, Alithis at Fort Assinniboine in April, 1891. He 
was found guilty of the first charge, with, however, several 
amendments of the specifications in his favor; cuilty of 
charge 2; not guilty of charge, but guilty of conduct to 
the prejudice, etc., and guilty of charge 4 mtence: ** To 
be reduced in rank so that his name shall appear in the U.S.

GEO. H. THOMAS'S SOUTHERN SYMPATHIES 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In General Sherman’s letter to General Garfield, 
published in the March number of the North Ameri- 
can, reference is made to Garfield’s wish to ascer- 
tain how far Gen. Geo. H. Thomas sympathized 
with the South at the outbreak of the rebellion. 

I was one of the officers of the 5th Caval who 
reported to Gen. Thomas at Carlisle about the last 
of May, 1861. I received a letter from Gen. Garfield 
io 1870, asking what | could state asto Fitz Hugh 
Lee’s assertion that Thomas leaned torards the 
South at the time referred to. 1 was then stationed 
at one of the must remote posts in Texas and before 
1 could answer “the Address,’’for which he was 
collecting data, had been delivered. 

Gen. Sherman’s letter may we!l revive an interest 
in a question as to the sympathies of a number of 
officers of Southern birth who remained in the 
Army and Navy during the rebellion. For be it re- 
membered that we had Scott, Farragut, Thomas, 
Ord, Andersou, Philip St. George Cooke, Pope, Can- 
by, Robert Williams, Meige, R. H. Jobnson, New- 
ton (2), Alexander, Laidley, Benét, Wood, Grabam, 
Emory, Crittenden, Royal, Freneb, Tidball, Wm. 
Hayes, Wallen, Otis, Dodge, Morrow, Rameay and 
Nelson. Berides these there were many officers of 
lesser rank, but of unquestioned fidelity. 

It goes without saying that if all these distin- 
guisbed officers had left our Service the loss to us 
would have been serious. 

To show the pressure Gen. Thomas was under at 
Carlisle it is only necessary to consider this state- 
ment: His regiment was organized in 1855 by Jeffer- 
son Davis, Secretary of War. Out of thirty-six 
officers originally appointed, twenty-seven were 
Southerners and only nine from the Nerthern States. 
As far as practicable. the regiment was recruited in 
theSouth. Albert Sydovey Jobnson was the colonel, 
Robert E. Lee the lieutenant-colonel, Hardee was 
senior and Thomas junior major, and Earl Van Dorn 
the senior captain ; Hood was the senior second and 
Fitz Hugh Lee tbesub. Outof this array of chiv- 
alry all went South, with five exceptions, when the 
war broke out. Gen. Lee resigned April 25; Hood, 
April 30, and Fitz Hugh Lee not until May 21, a few 
days before I joined. 

One of the Northern officers was such a Soutbern 

mpathizer that Stanton subsequently dismissed 
bim; unjustly, as | thiok, for he fought faithfully 
if his utterances were imprudent. 

Another Northern officer said, when we got the 
news of Ben. Butler’s defeat at Big Bethel, ** that 
he was giad the old abolitionist was whipped.”” One 
of the new officers retorted that he was evidently 
fighting om the wrong side. A challenge was 
promptly given and accepted. The new officer 
went to Samuel J. Randall, then of the Phila- 
delphia City troop, and asked him to be his sec- 
ond. Randall said, ‘*do you wish to fight?” ** Yes;” 
“accept.” The letter accepting the challenge was 
baoded to him. He replied, * J’ll see you through,” 

d the challenged party left. Soon after all the 

Micers of the 5th Cavalry were summoned to Gen- 
eral Thomas’ tent. A brief account of this confer- 
ence will show conclusively the character of the 
man’s luyalty. 

He began by asking the old officer why he had 
challenged the new officer. The old officer gave an 
exact statement of the facts and added that he 
would not let any mustang (as the new men were 
called) ineult him with impunity. A stern and 
threatening look came into the face of the old vet- 
eran as he eaid: “It is you, sir, who have given the 
insult, not to this junior, but to the whole regiment. 
if I could believe that you meant what you said, I 
b also say, you are fighting on the wrong side. 

here must no coubt now,” he added, “of any 
man's position or of any man’s loyalty. The time 
for doubts is passed, the time for decision was when 
you were considering Lee’s letter.”’ 

The regiment had been serving in Texas, and 
coming to New York City about the middle of 
April, 1861, was met there by Gen. Thomas. Lee 
was then in Washington, but wrote a letter to one 
of the officers coming up from Texas to the effect 
** that be felt constrained to resign and go with his 
State, but that be could blame no one who decided 
to remain faithful to the old flag.”’ [{ never saw this 
letter, and Thomas’ allusion to it was the first inti- 
mation I had that such aletter had been written.) It 
is needless to say that the duel was not fought, and 
it is but fair to add that the old officer remained in 
the service and madé¢ an excellent record. 

About the middle of August | was celled to Wash- 
ington City at the request of my uncle, Gen. Robert 
Anderson, of Sumter fame. I[ found him at Wil- 
lard’s and in his room. 1 met at the time Andrew 
Jobnson, Horace Mayhew and Congressman MoKee, 
of Kentucky. Gen. Anderson told me he had been 
aut borized to take out four officers as brigadiers to 
Kentucky. He showed me his list—Wam. T. Sher- 
map, Don Carlos Buell, Geo. H. Thomas and Simon 
Bolivar Buckner. Ue then stated that he knew all 
ubout Thomas’s ability as a soldier, as he had served 
with bim in Mexico, but that he wished to know 
how mucb zeal he had in the Service. [ simply told 
the story I have given above about the challenge. 
All present said that that was enough. Then I ven- 
tpred to remark that I could give equal proof of 
Buckner’s hopeless disloyalty, which 1 did. So his 
Dame was dropped from the hst and Ormsby 8. 
Mitchell's put down. 

A few days after | returned to the camp of the 5th 
Cavalry and had the satisfaction of handing Gen. 
Thomas a copy of the order appointing him a brig- 
adier. general. nie 

1 have general remarks to make in conclusion. ‘In 
1861 many officers who had no sympathy with ‘the 
South, felt it to be their constant and conscientious 
duty to cuss the abolitionists.

It is open at one end, and has a door in the 
side, which sbuts perfectly close. The cylinder is 
filled with damp bay or straw, which when ignited 
creates a thick smoke. By means of an air pump 
the smoke is forced through every part of the sbip, 
the deck of which bas been previously made as 
nearly as possible air-tight. If there are any leaks 
anywhere the smoke finds its way through, and the 
spot is marked with chalk or white paint.

Tawresey was graduated No.2 from Annapolis in 
the Class of 85. Vansant was graduated No. 1 in the 
Class of '88. Both officers, when sent to Greenwich, 
were given the relative rank of jupior heutenant, 
and all their expenses were paid. Vansaot makes 
the third American naval cadet who bas been gradu- 
ated No. 1 from Greenwich. His predecessors were 
Lewis Nixon ana David W. Taylor. Nicon is now 
ebief constructor for tbe Cramps of Philadelphia. 
Taylor is still in the Navy asa pava!l constructor. 
Nixon and Taylor designed the new battie ships for 
tbe American Navy. Vaosant and Tawresry will 
immediately be put to work in connection with the 
designing of new war ships. Of the three Amerivan 
lads who were graduated, not only No. 1 from An- 
papolis, but No. 1 from Greenwich, all en the 
Naval Academy as r lads. Nixon and Taylor 
eame from Virginia, Vansaut from Colorado. All 
three are mathematical prodigies. it should be 
known tbat in passing No. 1 at Greenwi 
compe mst men who bad been « 
either No. 1 or No. 2from many of the famous col- 
leges of Europe. It is said of Vansant du his 
past two years at Greenwich, that he would w 
off-hand, and with mathematical precision, not 
the lines of hulls, but the lines of machinery.”

RETIREMENTS IN THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Tue following general rules concerning retire- 
ments are 1n force in the British Navy. 

1. Admirals of the Fleet to be retired at the age of sev- 
epty. Admurais and Vice Admirals to be retired at the age 
of sixty-five, or at any age so soon as ten years have elapsed 
since their flag was hauled down, or (if they have not 
hoisted their flag) since their service as captain .

2. Admirals and Vice Admirals to have the option of re- 
tiring at the age of sixty and Rear Admirals at the age of 
fifty-five. Flag officers who bave not hoisted their flags as 
ee to be retired at the age of sixty. 

ptains.—(l) To be retired at the age of fifty-five, or at 
any age if seven years bave elapsed since they last served. 
(2) To have the option of retiring at the age of fifty, and to 
to be retired irrespective of age, at the discretion of Ad- 
miralty, if found physically unfit to serve. As in the case of 
flag officers, six Captains annually may'retire at their option 
at the age of forty-five. 

Commanders.—(1) To be retired at the age of fifty, or at 
any age if five years have elapsed since they last served. 
(2) To have the option of aye J at the age of forty-five, 
and to be retired, irrespective of age, at discretion of Ad- 
miralty, if found phys cally unfit to serve. 

Lieutenants.—(1) To be retired at the age of forty-five, or 
at any ageif five years have elapsed since they last served. 
(2) To have the option of retiring at tbe age of forty, and to 
be retired, irrespective of age, at discretion of Admiralty, if 
found pbysically unfit to serve. 

Sub-Lieutenants.—To be compulsorily retired at the age 
of forty, or at any time, if found physically unfit to serve. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Charles L. Webster and Co. have brought to- 
gether in one volume the two volumes of the orig- 
inal edition of the Memoirs of Gen. W. T. Sherman 
Written by Himself, and have added to them an 
appendix bringing his life down to its closing 
scenes, also a personal tribute and criticism of the 
memoirs by Hon. James G. Blaine. Mr. Blaine 
speaks of Gen. Sherman’s wide and curious learn- 
ing, his broad and generous sentiments, and his 
delicate consideration for others; his love of fun, 
bis instructive, elevated and delightful conversa- 
tion. ‘“‘ His brusqueness was never coarseness—had, 
indeed, no element of coarseness or selfishness. 
Straightforwardness, even bluntness, was natural 
to him, but purity was also natural to him.” His 
spirit of personal independence is also dwelt 
upon. “Debt he abhborred, and in bis financial rela- 
tions with the Government he was so scrupulously 
exact that a brother officer who found him poring 
over his accounts said: ‘If Sherman does not fiod 
the error of three cents necessary to balance his ac- 
counts, he will resign his commission and commit 
suicide.’” In concluding his interesting tribute to 
the memory of Sherman, Mr. Blaine says of him: 

In all his attributes and characteristics Gen. Sherman was 
a great man, great in his gifts, great in his achievements— 

reat also, porbape, like Grant, greatest to those who knew 

im best. Of all who wrought worthily for their country 
in ber hour of need on the field of battle, he was pre-emin- 
ently a man of genius. Of cou . of patient endurance, 
of self-sacrifice, he took no thought any more than he took 
thought of adding one cubit to his stature. They were as 
much a part of himself a8 bis statue. His humanity was as 
much to be counted on when possibile to be exercised, as his 
severity when war required severity. In contemplating this 
leader of armies, this hero of our war,the young men of 
to-day, the men of the future. | see, admire and emulate

Cos. C AND G, 5th Infantry, reached this post on May 23, 
from Texas, after a rather exciting trip over the Texas Pa- 
cific Railway from San Antonio, baving bad **the usual 5th 
Infantry luck,” in a bad smasb-up not far from Borden 
Station, about 120 miles east of San Antonio. Pvt. Carter, 
of Co. C, was killed instantly and six or seven others in- 
jured. some of whom are still in hospital. But one medical 
officer had been ordered to accompany the command, and 
by some singular exercise of judgmeot—or want of it—he 
had been ordered to travel on the first of the two “sev- 
tions,” and, therefore, was not available when needed—the 
accident happening to the rear section. 

The companies have not gained much in way of climate 
by the change of station—it has been “out of the frying- 
pan into the fire.”

ExpeRreNce with the Gorton system of steam 
pouxe-beating bas been of longer continu rus dura- 
tion at the Brooklyn Navy-yard than in aay other 
geprrtment of the Government. The larger area to 

pe warmed, the severer conditions of exposure aud 
the «xpert supervision to which this system has 
been subjected render the results of this experience 
especially interesting. Tae Gorton steam-heater was 
frat installed in the yard in the fall of 1885, one of 
the No. 5 size being set up in the Lyceum. In the 
wioter of 1888 a second Gorton heater, of N >. 4 size, 

was introduced in building No. 35. In January, 1889, 
a battery of four No. 6 hea‘ers was set up in No. 7, 
a larze buildiog, devoted in the fist story to storage 
and 1a the second and third stories to ordnance and 
engineering offices. From the first the system gave 
practical results of so sa'i-factory a nature that, in 
tbe «pring of 1888, the Chief Civil Eagineer of the 
yard, Mr. P. C. Assersor, in response to a request 
jrom the Gortotc-Lidgerwood Co, for his expert 
opinion of the merits or demerits of the boiler, 
wiote a3 fcllows:

This letter is one of a very large number of com- 
munications of a similar character. Mr. Asserson, 
acivil engineer of the largest and most important 
Navy-yard in the country, was doubtless the most 
impressive witness of the many intelligent persons 
who have endorsed from their own experience the 
gen: ral perfection of the system. Quite recently 
tbe writer, in a casual conversation with him in his 
office in Ordnance Building, No. 7, re‘erred to the 
above letter, asking him if bis department still pre- 
ferred the Gorton boiler “toapy method of hea‘- 
ing by stean.”’ His answer in the affirmative was 
explicit aud upreserved, adding, however, to the 
limitation of his comparison, “all other methods of 
beaiing,’’ and tbat since writiog his original en- 
dorsement of the porfect operation of the boiler he 
tai been able to test much more thoroughly its 
qualities through the addition of four No. 6 boilers 
to the hea‘ing ,lint in theyard. These four boilers 
were purchased as a@ consequence of the exvellent 
results obtained from those already in operation at 
the Lyceum and buiding No. 35, ard were placed 
in Nc. 7, a building which it had been found diffi- 
cult to comfortably warm. No.7 is a rectangle of 
three bigh-studded stories, 200 feet in length by 6% 
feet in breadth. ‘be second and third stories were 
devoted to bureau Offives, and are heated now by 
the Gorton system. The building has a large num 
ber of windows, aud the broad ball runs its entire 
length. This provides an ¢ffective channel for the 
outside air, through the constant passing in and 
out of visitors aad employees. No. 7 has not been 
considered an ordinarily easy structure to heat 
by even the most improved rystem of re- 
turn tubular boilers, and in adoptiug a bittery of 
Gorton beaters to succeed the latter it was estimated 
that four of the No. 6 size would be required. These 
were accordingly installed, and the first winter’s 
experience demonstrated the fact that one of the 
four could be dispensed with. 

The second and third winters, in which the boilers 
ba! a more exhaustive test of their efficiency, 
proved still further their heating energy sanod 
economy of fuel. Still another of the four 
boilers has been removed, the remaining two being 
considered ampl>. Considering all the conditions, 
this is probably the best result thus far obtained 
for heating efficiency. That this may be in some 
dezree due to the expert supervision of its opera- 
tion, and to the admirable method of steam fitting 
and radiation employed, must, of course, be ad 
mitted; yet there is no good reason why in private 
installatious, under intelligent conduct, equally 
good results should not be attained. 

According to Mr. Asserson’s statement, the opera- 
tives at the Navy-yard tending the boilers bave 
been in no sense expert firemen, butsimply employ- 
ees of recognized fidelity and fair intelligence, who 
have only had to be taught the duty of regularity 
and system in replenishing the coal pockets, sbak- 
ing up the grates and removing ashes. The amount 
of coal now used to heat No. 7 Mr. Asserson esti- 
mated at about forty tons for the year—less than 
haif that previously required for unsatisfactory ser- 
vice. The pressure carried has never exceeded five 
pounds, and generally ranges from one to three and 
abalf pounds. A greater economy of fuel could 
probably have been secured and a more strictly 
regulated pressure, had it been mandatory to attain 
extreme results. 

in conclusion the Chief Engineer was assed if he 
had discovered in the Gorton system of boiler any 
defaults of design or construction which should be 
remedied or removed. He answered that no de- 
faults had discovered themselves, that he preferred 
it to any present type of steam heater, and bad not 
begun to think of its possible successor. 

‘othe writer’s remark that the boiler really 
seemed in operation to exhibit a measure of human 
intelligence, he added: ‘*Yes, iadeed; and we do not 
care to drive to its maximum an engine which does 
it. work all the time so faithfully and efficiently.”

SMOKE AS WAR MATERIEL, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE advent of smokeloss powder introduces many 
novel problems to the attention of the military wan. 

Judging from the published reports of the various 
trials uf smokeless powder already bad in Europe, 
the most noticeable characteristics of the new ex- 
plosive ure—the deadly accuracy with which aimed 
fire can be directed on advanemg.troops, aid the 
invisibility of the firiog line. 

* It bas been found,” writes a German officer, “ at 
the more recent manceavres, to the terror of the 
leaders of al! military bodies, that tbe firing lines of 
the enemy can no longer be recogniz3d or found, 
with the naked eye, at a distance of but a few hun 
dred yards. From this it follows, thata troop may 
suffer great losses by the enemy's fire witbout know- 
1og where thi: fire comes from, and in which direc- 
tion they must send their own fire in return.” 

But enough of quotation! Your readers are all 
well acquainted with the descriptions of the effects 
of smokeless powder given by those who have wit- 
bessed its emp'oyment at sham battles and marceu- 
vres,and much bas been written concerning the 
moral effect it will have upon troops brought 
against it. 

The great desideratum then is, some means of 
affording cover from this pitiless fire, whether it be 
to an attackiog or retiring force. 

Several methods of meeting this want Lave been 
siggested, one of which was the deflection of tte 
sun's rays into the eyes of the enemy by means of 
mirrors; but what if it be cloudy weather? The 
theory which seems the most feasible, und is at 
present attracting the most attention, is thatof using 
smoke as a shield or cover. 

There is nothing novel in the application of smoke 
to military uses in itself; every text book lays down 
the opt nmneng f under given conditions, of setting 
fire to houses, barns, haystacks, etc., for the purpose 
of utilizing the resultant smoke as a cover, and even 
the Sioux are well aware of its advantages, however 
poorly versed they may bein the proper method of 
benefiting by them. Lieut. O. W. Snith, 22d Infy., 
relates that in October, 1876, the Sioux, in attempting 
to capture a wagon-traip, “set fire to the grass * * 
and they endeavored to advance under cover of the 
smoke.”” But there is novelty, and an entirely new 
field of study in the ta>tical use of controlled smoke 
as a shield or cover for troops in action. 

The first publicly expressed advocacy of the tas- 
tical use of smoke in warfare, asa shield against 
smokeless powder, of which [| am aware, wa: ina 
letter of mine, signed **H»plite,”’ which you kindly 
published ia your issue of April 12, 1 At that 
time I had been interested in the subject for more 
tban a year, and had been actually experimenting 
aud baving experiments made for nearly six months. 
The uext public utterance on the subj ct was io the 
English Army and Navy Gazette of April 26, in a let- 
ter written by a young officer of R. E. on my be- 
balf. Neither of these letters were successful in 
opening up a discussion of thesubject of smoke con- 
trol; yet they must have attracted the attention of 
some. The first to makea public trial of smoke as 
war materiel was Co!. Crease, C. B, of the British 
Army, who, on Aug. 6, gave an exhibition, before 
the German E nperor, the Prince of Wales, etc., of a 
smoke case invented by him. The crude nature of 
this device may be gathered from the following ex- 
cerpts from the Broad Arrow, Aug. 9: ** Each man 
carrying asmoke case. * +* Toe cases are rather 
large, and would, I fear, hamper the men very con- 
siderably in their advance; but this defect could, it 
is presumed, be remedied. * * When within 200 
yards of the position the smoke cases were fired and 
laid on the ground by the firet line.” 

On this occasion, it is to be observed, a whole bit- 
ta‘ion carried these smoke tubes, the day was cc: 1m, 
and the volume of smc kes was further increased by 
rifl- fire. 

‘Tbe Garman E nperor, however, expreszed hia ap- 
probation of all he saw; and,in an editorial, the 
Broad Arrow congratulates Col. Crea'e on the fact 
that bis invention should be * prima fucie of such 
value as to be worch examinaation in the brief time 
at the disposal of his Majesty during his fiying visit 
to this country.” 

From later published reports of this experimen’, 
it would app ac that the sm k3 produced was of 
such a pature as to threaten theudvancing line with 
asphyxiation. Imagioe a body of soldiers aivanc- 
ing to the attack whilst holding their noses with one 
band. Bombastes, thou art undone! 

The next to venture into this new field seems to 
be Dr. Scheiller, of Austria, who has invented a 
machine for producing artificial smoke on a battle- 
field. A machine suggests increase of impedimenta, 
exposure to artillery fire, limitation of effectiveness 
aad restriction of use. However. | may be misled 
by the term used to d:scribe the invention, a2d 
hope that I am, for it is only by contrasting one set 
of ideas and experiences with another that advance 
can be made in any novel direction, and my theo- 
ries are so wide of a machine-created smoke that L 
cannot even frame an idea of such a thing, except 
from a locomotive engine. Were it possible to col- 
lect and compress fhe smoke from a freight engine, 
pulling up a heavy grade, into a shell or grenade, 
and there retain it, the problem would be solved. 

Simple as it may appear to the casual observer, 
yet | ventare to assert that the subject of tactical 
smoke-control will yet tax the+ fforts of the military 
chemist, ordnance expert, and ammunition manu 
facturer. As a graduated Pb.D. of Heidelberg, a 
technical chemist of many years’ experience, re- 
marked to me: ‘ Why, [ never imagined there was 
so much in smoke.” 

A brief consideration of the prerequisites which 
asmoke compound or material should possess be- 
fore it can be of any practical use as war materiel 
will prove the accuracy of my friend’s remark. 

Ic must, in the first place, be capable of producing 
a dense, heavy smoke. This essential is one pos- 
sessed by tar, pitch, sulphur, many of the resinous 
gums and ania a! oils, as also by some chemical com- 
peunds of gases; these latter, however, as a clase, 
are either too difficult to handle, or too noxious in 
nature, to be considered. 

lt must be capable of ready and certain ignition. 
Here we find some difficulty with tar, pitch, the oils 
aod most of the gum resins. 

it should be innocuous. Because the wind is an 
uncertain element in the problem, and, should it be 





blowing toward your line, a poisondus or nox ous 
smoke could not be used. Sulphurous compounds 
are affected by this re quiremenr, 

It should be non-expl sive. Bscause a1 explosive 
compound would dissipate the smoke too rapidly. 
and also because such @ compound could not be u 
—_— safety in hand-grenades thrown short dis- 

ancer. 

It must be compressible. That a large quantity 
may be contained in asmal! space. This gualificr- 
tion is rendered the more vital by the recent reduc- 
tion in calibre of field-zun*, and wa*, appaven'ly, 
wanting in Col. Crease's smoke-compound. 

It must be capable of being k=pt bereeticaliy 
sealed io metal cases until ignited, to protect it 
from a‘mospberic changer, and to enable it to be 
thrown from cannon, eic. It should buro raoi ily. 
{fit bura slowly, the enewy will be able to tak3 ad- 
vantage of the smoke-cloud as well as yourself, 
Lieu*. Smith gives a curi»us proof of the necessity 
of this qualification where, in the article b-fore 
quoted from, be say: * And they (Sioux, endeavored 
to advance under cover of the emoke ; the soldiers 
also took advantage of it, advanced and took t!e 
lodians at short 1axge." Piteb, tar, etc., are af- 
fected by this requirement. 

These are a few of thedifficulties whivh the exper- 
imenter in smoke compounds will have to sur- 
moult; but there are other necessary properties 
which [ will point out. The compound should re- 
quire no exploding charge, either to igniteit or to 
free the smoke from the containing quvelene, anda 
simple time fuz3 or percussion cap should be capa- 
ble of certainly iguitiog it, otherwise there would be 
difficulty in producing the emoke shield at the de- 
sired time and place. It should, moreover, be neither 
iznitible by fric.ion norehock, nor easily affected by 
dampness. There is One uncertain factor in the 
problem of smoke defence which has to be coasid- 
ered—the wind. Much, however, can be done by 
observation and experiment to render this factor 
less uncertain than it now is, and good results may 
yet be secured fiom ill winds. Two ascertained 
facts are that, with a strong wind blowing along tbe 
line to be covered, the smoke compound must bs 
throwp in quantities to windward of tbat line, 
while witha light wind it may ba droppod at inter- 
vale al ng the line to be covered. 

The height of the smoke can to some extent bs 
regulated by the form of the envelope contaioir 
the compound and the relative position of the ori- 
fice through which the smoke escapes to the ground, 
a vertical opening throwing it into the air, a hori- 
zontal one keeping it along the ground. 

The tactical employment of smoke will not be 
confined to the shelter or concealment of troops, it 
can be used in masking tbe fire of hostile batterice ; 
in creating false impr« ssions as to the real point of 
attack, and, moat important of al), in enabling am- 
munition cumpies to be carried to the fighting line. 

Cavalry will be more benefited by the introduc- 
tion of some form of sxoke shield than infantry will 
be; in fact, the very e»ployment of the former asa 
distinctive arm of tbe Service in line of battle ma 
depend upon the provision for it of some conceal- 
ment against aimed artillery and infantry fie. 

A singular objection raised by some to the use of a 
special smok-compound is that gunpowder will 
produce smoke enough. These gentlemen forget 
that the introduction of magazine rifies bus rendered 
a grater ammunition supply a necessity; that that 
bas made tbe reduction of calibre a necesrity, and 
that the reduction of calibre Las caused a demand 
for a new ex; ]»sive possessed of greater expansive 
energy in proportion to its bulk than the old pow- 
der, and this demand bas driven the military chem- 
ist into a pew ciass of explosives, of which one 
feature is tha’ of smokelessnes*. Guopowder is 
dvomed; were it not, the need of smoke compounds 
would not exist. Asa smoke compound itself, it is 
not of value; it is explosive; the smoke evolved by 
it is not continuous or lasting enougb, nor is it sufi- 
ciently dense in proportion to the quantity of ma- 
terial employed. Another and, apparently, more 
valid objection to the use of smoke asa shelter is 
thus urged in an editorial comment of the Broad 
Arrow, August 9, 1896: “At long ranges, smoke ac- 
curately indicates the position of the enemy, at 
short ranges it serves as a screep; but a screan which 
for all practical purposes serves also as a target. The 
enemy must be in the screen or behind i'; directly 
the screen is behind thum it is worse than useless, 
The idea is ingenious; but it is a double-edged 
weapon which may cut both ways.”’ Tois argument 
wouli perhaps be good were the distances at which 
the enemy was behind the screen koown, otherwise 
the very accuracy with which military rifiss and 
gune are now sighted would, at a greater distance 
than 300 yards, prove it false both in theory and 

ractice: a paper screen makes an excelle xt target ; 

ut aimed fire at objects moving behind it, at un- 
known distances, would be impossible. As the same 
paper truly observes, “That which is really aimed 
at is smoke control,” This, { contend, cau be vir- 
tually attained by the use of a compound which can 
be projected from ordnance and iznited in a given 
spot, at a desired time, with the same certainty that 
a shell can be exploded, and which, upon ignition, 
will give forth d@ns2 volumes of smoke. For the 
purpose of projecting this materiel it is probable 
that some form of rocket-type and case may prove 
more advantageous io the field. “ 

Of the moral effect of artificial cover on soldiery 
€xposed to a superior fire from a force using snoka- 
less powder, | have so far said nothing; but it 
should, at least, counterbalance the Seperenes effect 
which, it is claimed, the use of smokeless powder 


will produce.

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DISCIPLINE IN THE ARMY. 


THE acquittal of the soldiers of the 4th Cay- 
alry, on trial at Fort Walla Waila for participation 
in the lynching outrage at that place, is a curious 
accompaniment of the trial of their commanding 
officer for not preventing the outrage. Perhaps 
they owe their acquittal to the escape of the really 
guilty parties beyond the jurisdic’ion of the Court. 
Whatever the outcome of Colonel Compton’s Court- 
martial there are some who will not cease to assert 
that he has been made the victim of a condition of 
things in the Army that would, under like cireum- 
stances, lead to the same results elsewhere. Com- 
plaints come to us that post commanders have, dur 
ing the past few years, been unwisely restricted in 
their liberty of action. It is asserted that ¢flicers 
holding independent commands are allowed much 
jess freedom than those in a similar position in for- 
eign armics. They are now made to understand 
more distinctly than eyer before that they can only 
depart from the strict details of orders at the ex- 
pense of their comfort and peace of mind. 

It is argued that the refusal of Colonel Compton 
40 have check roll called at the request of the civil 
authorities, to keep his men in barracks, was the 
logical result of this restriction upon his freedom. 
He could not venture to be reported as a tyrannical 
officer, depriving his men of the liberty allowed by 
regulations. Io these days of rapid communication 
by mail and telegraph the danger would seem to be 
in the direction of too great a centralization of au- 
thority. The transfer to superior headquarters 
does not necessarily give an officer superior wisdom, 
and the man on the ground is, other things being 
equal, the best judge of the proper application of 
general instructions. Pust commanders complain 
that they are obliged now to explain why they have 
call sounded at one time instead of another, why 
their details for detached service are so large or so 
small, and so onto the end of the chapter of gar- 
rison administration. From superior headquarters 
comes a drooping fire in the rear of requests for 





lorg and elaborate explanations as to why some 


1 acti detail has in anni ait soon. These com. 
munications are official, and open to inspection, and 
the result is to weaken the euthority and to destroy 
the independence of the post ccmmander. Whe. 
ther this supervision of post commanders is neces. 
sary, and whether the complaints we receive are 
well founded others can judge better than we, 
Coming to details we find an old cfficer writing to 
us as follcws : 

“In wy twenty-six years’ service as an officer, | 
never saw the Aroy insuch bad shape. Officers 
are dissatisfied, Captuins and Ist Lieutenants are 
anxious to retire on promotion, the best privatcs 
are disgusted and are buying themselves out. The 
fact is, officers are afraid of their men; not of the 
good soldier’, of course, but of the ‘ guard-house 
lawyers,’ who browbeat the good mer, snee! at and 
insult the non-com. officers, who cavnot do their 
du'y unless backed, supported, aad pushed by their 
officers, 

“If a* guard house lawyer’ writes an anonymous 
letter to the authorities, insted of treating it as 
gentlemen in civil life w.u'i—destroy it and 
Day no attention to it—itis made offiviul and re- 
ferred for investigation. Offivers are made to feel 
that they are not supported by their su 3eriors or 
regaided by them as gentlemen who are honest y 
and conscientiously trying to perform their miii- 
tury duty. 

“TLe trouble is not in the laws made by Congre:s, 
but in tLe Regulations. Many were maie by oiffi 
cers who never commanded companies and posts ip 
the Wee’, and no Regulations, however good, can 
be made that will justly cover all cases, companies 
and posts under all circumstances. Tae R-gula- 
tions did no barm (except to .martinet:) when every 
sensible, experienced officer was allowed liberty of 
judgment ion complying with them or not, but in 
the last twoorthree years every technical devia- 
tion from them has brought the officer into hot 
water with the authorities; and what is still worse, 
orders are issued that it is impossible to earry out 
without injury to the troops at many posts. Every 
experienced offiser knows that the rules, regula- 
tions and details suitable for troops at a post in Ari- 
zona would not be proper, just or benefic’a! for 
troops at a postin Maine. Even thesame company 
and post must vary in its management at different 
times. Oneinfantry company may, for example, 
have only old men, the other u lot of recruits, and 
require non-com. officers to dc vote all their;time to 
dniling, and to teaching the new men their 
duties, care of arms, clothing, persous aud L abits- 
To perform this duty by roster would, as every acl- 
dier knows, leave these recruits a poorly set up, 
rlovenly drilled lot of poor soldiers. Yet to depart 
from the strict letter of orders p!aces the captain in 
the power of any worthless man who chooses to get 
bim inco troubls for keeping two non-com. officers 
practically on special duty and car: ying them for 
duty. 

“The great superiority of regular troops over mil- 
itia has been in its discipline, the enlisted men obey- 
ing promptiy and implicitly without regard to 
hardship, discomfort or danger, the officers using 
their intelligence and judgment. All regular offi- 
cers under the rank of brigadier commander are too 
near their mento ever be whatis called popul r 
with them. They, therefore, prided themselves 
upon being respected for the strictness and justice 
of their disciptine. Now, when discipline is less ex- 
acting, some officera seem to try to be popular, and 
as they express it tosatisfy or please the men. When 
duty is disagreeable, on account of bad weather o1 
other reasons, every one grumbles, of course, but if 
itis known that the commanding officer present is 
to be supported by his superiors, the du'y is 
promptly and efficientiy performed. If not, the 
duty, if done at all, is poorly done. The troops feel 
that they do itasa favor, and that they could get 
the commanding officer into troubleif they chose to 
report hia.” 

We are in thorough sympathy with the effort to 
improve the condition of our enlisted men, but this 
should not be done at the expense of the officers’ 
proper liberty of action. To muke good officers 
feel that a legitimate exercise of the discretion that 
belongs to their position is likely to subject them 
to criticism from above, is to so weaken their au- 





thority as to destroy discipline, and thus bring upon 
the Army an evil worse than those from which we 
would escape. The affiir at Walla Walla is a note 
of warning that should not pass unheeded.

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PROMOTION IN THE ARMY. 

Srnce the law regulating promotion in the Army 
went into effect two hundred and seventy-six officers 
in all have been examined. Of these, fourteen were 
captains of infantry, six captains of artillery, ten 
ciptains of cavalry, eight cflicersof the Eogineer 
Corp*, two Ordnance, two Quartermaster, one 
of Subsistence Department, thirty-four first lieu- 
tenants and forty-two second lieutenants of cav- 
alry; thirteen first licutenants and sixteen second 
lieutenants of »rtillery; sixty-eight first heutenauts 
and sixty second lieutenants of infantry. Of these, 
fifteen failed physically and two professiorally. 
This has not met the expectations of some officers as 
to wholesale changes by the dropping of inefficient 
officers, but the War Department 1s satisfied with 
the result. The main purpose of the law is tostimu- 
late officers to keep abreast of their profession and 
te weeding out of inefficients is only an incident. 
That there have been so few failures, during the first 
six montbs since the law went into operation, proves 
Lothing. The examination papers received at Wash- 
ington demonstrate a much bigher order of merit 
than was anticipated,and prove that all our officers 
need is a stimulus to the exertion of their facul- 
ties. The few officers who were barely able to keep 
within the minimum percentage have been allowed 
to squeeze through, in the hope that their narrow 
escape will prompt them to greater exertion 1m the 
future. 

It is argued, of course, that the knowledge ob- 
tained in cramming for an examination is not very 
permanent in its character, but something is gained, 
even in this way, and the stimulant to dormant 
faculties is not lost. I* is very hard to take an in 
terest in acquiring knowledge, however useful and 
valuable it may be, without a direct incentive to 
study, and this is now offered. The warning that 
the secpe of the examination is to be extended ina 
few months is already having a very wholesome 
effect. Letters received ia Washington from nearly 
every Army post show that many officers have 
taken to their books and are manifesting a keener 
interest in their every day work than ever before. 
While the war officers continue in the service the 
theoretical part of the examination cannot be ex- 
tended, but eventually this feature will include the 
higher mathematics. Field engineering and micor 
tactics will be added within two or three months. 
The former will embrace hasty intrenchments, im 
prov sed bridge construction, the use of pick and 
axe, etc. The subject of minor tactics wiil inc'ude 
the protection of commands by reconnaissance, 
picket lines, outpost?, etc. 








Tae Board appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy to consider and report upon a plan for re- 
lieving the present stagnation in promotion, in the 
line of the Navy, bas begun operations in a business. 
like way that gives promise of satisfactory conclu- 
sions. They convened on Saturday, and after 
three days spent in discussions of numerous papers, 
furnished by the Naval Intelligence Bureau, on the 
promotion systems of foreign navies and the various 
p'ans that have been suggested from time to time 
for the improvement of our personnel, adj »urned 
until July 16, when they will probably reconvene 
at Anvapolis. In the meantime the several mem- 
bers will each prepare a scheme, within certain de- 
fined limits, for presentation to, and discussion by 
the Board, when they reassemble. The unanimous 
conclusion reached from the discussiors tbat en- 
sued during the thee} days session was that 
economy should be one of the prime considerations 
to be taken into account in the preparation of any 
plan that might reasonably be expected to receive 
the sanction of Congress. Each member is there 
fore, going to work with the view of obtaining the 
greatest efficiency at the least possible cost. It is 
tooearly yet to predict what the Board will recom_ 
mend, bet with these principles established in the 
plan agreed upon there will be reason to hope for 
favorable action on the result of the Board’s de- 
liberations.

chase and capture of J+ff. Davis, and was taken by 
Weaver when he was clerk at brigade headquarters, 
when the paper was on its wey to Washington. No 
one knew what became of it, and its disappearance 
has deprived some old soldiers of the reward to 
which they were entitled for aesisting in the cap 
ture of Davis. A copy of the report was sent on» 
but as this was made some time after the war, it 
was incomplete.

CHARLES DE ARNAUD was, on the 14h of January, 
162, paid ly the Secretary of War $2,000 for ser- 
vices rendered in spying out the movements and in- 
tentions of the revels in August, 1861. He gave are- 
ceiptin full for this amount; but now he asserts 
that he was then in a state of dementia from 
the effect of wounds in the head, aud sets up 
a claim for $50,000, on the ground that his services 
were not those of a spy but of a military expert. 
The Court of Claimshas decided against this claim, 
holding that his remedy is with Congre:s 
They suggest that a claim for secret service is not 
collectable in law, ‘‘the secrecy which such con 
tracts impose precluding any action for their en- 
forcement.” But this is not material to the case, 
as the claim is for services as a military expert. 
Concerning this the court says: “ A ‘ military ¢x- 
pert,’ ae a distinct official or unofficial personage, is 
unknown to military crganizitions, and is nowhere 
provided for in the statutes, is not mentioned in 
the Army Regulations, and is not recognized in any 
dictionary or other publication, military or other- 
wise, that has been called to our attention or that 
we bave been able to find. We have alwuys sup- 
posed that such generals as Gran‘, Sherman, Sheri- 
dan, and the other distinguished officers who led 
the Cnion Army to victory in the late war of the 
rebellion were ‘military experte,’ and were the 





oily ‘experts’ employed by the United States in 
that conflict. The compensation sought to be recov- 
ered by the claimant in this action 1s gria‘er than 
the amount paid to either one of those generals 
nemed his services during the entire period of war."’ 


THE !RIGGS-SCB ROEDER RAPID-FIREGUNS, 


To LoyvaL Americans who have watched the de- 
veiopment of the rapid fire gun since the initiative 
was taken by Eogl?>nd and France in 1881, the pro- 
minent position reached by the United States in this 
regard through the ingenuity aud enterprise of two 
of its own officers cannot be o'herwise than a 
source of pride and satisfaction. 

Recognizivg the great advantege of the rapid fire 
system, and anticipating the large field of employ- 
ment for areliable and effective weapon of this 
kad, Lieuts. W. H. Driggs and Seaton Schroeder, 
U. & N., took hold of the subject four years 
ago, and by careful study and experiment developed 
a weapon that bas already met with favor among 
naval experts the world over. 

Although comparatively new, the Driggs- 
Schroeder gun may be said to rival, and in some 
features excel, the older and wider-known foreign 
weapons designed for the same work. 

Like all new inventions, some Cefects were dis- 
covered in the originals, but the results reached in 
the trial of the first three-pounder, which was 
tested at Annapolis in 1883, warranted the inventors 
in pursuing more thorouvhly the subject. The re- 
sult has been rew designs and new patents until 
the present perfect system has been reached. 

The Government, although usually slow to recog- 
nize the merits of private inventions, quickly apprc- 
ciated the importance end value of this one, as ‘s 
shown by the promptness with which the Navy Dc- 
paitment made # contract with the Driggs Ord- 

nance Company for a number of these guns, after 

he flattering success that attended the first official 
trials. The Navy Department has not only given an 
order for 50 of these gun, 40 6 pounders and 10 3- 
pounders, but has negotiated for the right to u.e 
the patents uader which they are constructed fcr 
.4-inch calibre, paying the inventors a royalty upc n 
each gun. The first twoof the latter have receutly 
‘been completed at the Warbhington Navy yard and 

will shortly be tried. 

The Army have also secured two of these guns— 
a 3-pounder and a 6 pounder—to test the advan- 
tages of the system as applied to the field and for 
the protection of torpedo mines, and it is presumed 
that an order for a large number will soon follow 
from the same source. 

It is not to be presumed that our Army and Navy 
bave orden d these through purely patriotic mo- 
tives, for, although late legislation bas made it in- 
cumbent upon the authorifies to confine their pur- 
chases of ordnance, as well as all other war materi- 
als, to domestic productions, it is the aim of our 
ordnance authorities to keep pace with the times in 
all matters that come under their jurisdiction, and 
when, as has been shown in several instances re- 
cently, a foreign article is desired, because of its 
superiority to the domestic the Departments have 
found no difficulty in arranging for its manufac- 
ture in this country, thus keeping within the law. 

I*, therefore, follows that the Driggs-Schroeder 
gun bas other merits than being & purely Americ+n 
weapon, and it is the purpose of this article to show 
what some of these are. 

The experimental stage baving been passed the 
company is now at wo:k, and is making good pro- 
gress on the guns ordered by the Navy Department 
and by several foreign countries. They are being 
built by the Colt’s Patent Fice Arms Co., of Con- 
necticut, under a contract with the Driggs Ore- 
nance Cc., of Washingtor, D.C. The present plaut 
is equipped tor turning out 1,3 and 6 pounders, and 
w !l prcbably be enlargeo for building larger cal b es.

Of these two, 1 6-pounder and one 8 pounder, | ave 
successfully passed the official tests at the Navel 
Orcnance Proving G ounds, One 6-pounder bas 
been completed and delivered to the Army; it bis 
successfully passed official test, and has been ac- 
cepted.

tecessarily dependent upon the details of the 
breech mechanism and amwunition. The main 
features are : 

ist. Safety. 

2d. Esse and rapidity of working the breech 
mechanism. 

3d. Ease and rapidity of pointing. 

4th. Velocity of projectile. 

5th. Certainty and force of extraction. 

6th. Protection of the mechanism. 

All of these poiuts have been worked cut logic 
ally and practically i the Driggs-Schroeder 
system. ; 

As applied especially 
to a system, the term 
** Safety” refers more 
particularly to the 
strength of the breech 
closure and the impos- 
sibility of igniting the 
charge before’ the 
breech is secured. 

As regards the first 
point, tbe strength of 
the breech block of the 
Driggs-Schroeder gun 
and of its support is 
shown by the official 
reports to he suffi- 
cient in the 3 pdr. to 
sustaip a chamber pres- 
sure of 60 tons, and in 
the 6-pdr. 70 tons per 
square inch, with.ut passing the elastic strength 
of the metal. 

Careful experiments bave definitely demonstrated 
the impossibility of igniting the charge before the 
breech was fully closed. 

4. Under the head of * safety” should be also men 
tioned a feature peculiar to the Driggs-Scbhroeder 
system, vViz.: the ability to place the firing mechan- 
ism at half coek. Thisis a valuable addition, as 





tke gun can be left loaded and half-cocked without 
danger of accidental discharge, and be full cocked 
again without moving the block or handle. 

One, if not the most important, feature in the 
Driggs-scbroeder breech closure is the extreme 
lightness of the block, that of the 8 pdr. weighing 
only 16 lbs. and that of the 6-pdr. only 26. These 
weights are much lower than in other systems. 

The advantage of lightness in the breech block 
is further enhanced by the fact that the block re- 
volves upon an interior ax'e, the full weight com- 
ing on the bandle for only a very small portion of 
its motion (6 tenths of an inch in the 6-fdr., and

of its motion the block moves in unison with the 
hanale instead of being moved by a lever, and its 
motion is therefore more rapid. 

Greater rapidity of motion means greater rapidity 
of fire, and upon this point a claim of considerable 
superiority is sustained by the results of the trials 
at Annapolis. With the 3 pdr. the tests that have 





been made practically assures 36 rounds a minute.

The rapidity of fire of the 6- 
‘dr., as stated in the official 
‘eports, is 24 shots a min-

A3 the interval between some 
of the shots was but two sec- 

nds, it is fair to presume 
‘hat witb practice neacly that 
cate could be maintained for 
a whole minute. 

With the 6 ¢dr., as with 
the 3 pd~., the rapi lity trials 
were made with but two men 
aorkipg tbe gun and a third 
pes ing ammunition; and 
both reports show toaat this 
oumber is sufficient for work- 
ing the piece effec'ively ex- 
ept 10 long-continued firing, 
when a relief must be at band 
‘or tke loader, as would be 
the case with any other sys 
«m  ‘TFhis permits a reduc. 
tion in the crews of vessels 
by one man for every R.-F. 
gun on board. 

In rapid firing, the fact 
that itis not necessary to put 
the rim of the cartridge nearer 
than three-fourths of an 
inch from the extractors is of advantage not only 
in that time 1s thus saved, but in that the danger 
is eliminated of jamming the cartridge by raising 
the block up against it before it is so placed as to 
enter the chamber—an actident which must be 
particularly guarded against in other systems which 
require the cartridge to be placed and held against 
the extractors. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE GUN. 

Ease of pointing is promoted in the Driggs- 
Schreeder system, first, by the introduction of a 
dise of white meta’, reducing the friction of the 
pivot, and, second, by the positicn of the stock, 
which is on the right side of the gun, so that the 
pointing is done from the right shoulder, which 1s the 
postition taken by most people in the use of tirc-arms, 

The saving of weight effected in the breech clos- 
ure is util'z-d ty incr: asing the length of the bore 
witbout increasing the total weight of the gun, the 
immediate result of which is an increase in the muz- 
z‘e velocity. The mean velocity obtained from five 
shots was 2048 f. e., using the Hotchkiss common 
shell of 1,500 grammes. 

Tbe 6-pdr. bas a length of bore of 45 cal ibres, and 
its increase of M. V. over that of a 40-calibre gun 
should therefore be siightly greater than in the 3 
pdr. The offic:al reports did not assign a velocit 
to this gur, severzl trial shots being made with dif- 
ferent loadings. The maximum increase over the 

erformance of the 4c-calibre guns, with the same 
oading, was 107 f. s. 

In the 3-pdr. the twist of rifling begins with one 
turn in 100 calibres, ending with one turn in 25 cali~ 
bree; in the 6 pdr. it is one turo in 150 calibres to 
1 in 27. In both the connecting curve is a sem!- 
cubical parabola. lo consequence of the greater 
length of bore, this rapid twist is attained with a 
more graiual curve than is found in shorter guns 
with less rapid twist. 





Toe Driggs-Schroeder gun has two independent ° 


extractors, either of which will eject the empty 
vase. ‘1f one should become disabled, therefore, the 
guo ca. still continue the fire. The stra‘n is di- 
viied on the two sides of the cartridge hi ad, so that 
if one side of the rim should be weak or should 
part the case would be safely ej-cted by the other 
extractor. 

Tue entire mechanism necessary to work the gun 
(excepting the operating handle) is protected by 
the hood of the breech, thus 
preventing liability of injury 
to any of the parts by hostile 
shot, accidental blows or fall- 
iog fragments, dirt, ete. 

As regaid: endurance, that 
of the Driggs Schroeder gun 
will undoubtedly prove equal 
to any, the motiou and shape 
of the parts of the mechan- 

q |ism being such as to promote 
YY strength and durability. The 
Le rectilinear motion of the fir- 
ing pin causes it to strike the 
cap fairly io 1 pe with its mo- 
tion, so that no bending 
strain is brought upon the 
point, asis the case in other 
systems where the hammer 
bas a circular motion. Such 
(a bending strain sometimes 
breaks the point of such a 
hammer and leaves it embed- 
ded in the cap, and as the 
block cannot move until the 
point is withdrawn, this acci- 
dent becomes a serious one. 
Furthermore, the rectilinear 
motion aimits of a much 
smaller point, which in turn 
requires but a sma'l bole in 
the face-plate, and thereby 
greacly increases the support 
of the cap and decreases the 
chance of escape of gas into 
the mechanism. Attempts 
have been made by filing 
away the metal of the cap to 
reduce its strength suffi- 
ciently to make it fail to ob- 
turate; but the support af- 
orded by the Driggs-Schroe 
der block is so perfect that 
= attempts were unsuceess- 
ul. 


ln opening the breech the 
firing pin is always retracted 
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to. within the limits of the block before the 
latter can descend, so that it is impossible that the 
point sbould be broken or bent. This results natu- 
rally from the position of the cam, which is quoted, 
in the report on the 3-pdr., as “‘ being always inter- 
posed ro prevent the firing pin from striking the 
cap until the breech is locked.”’ 

Tbe advantage of the remarkably light breech- 
block becomes greatly accentuated in heavy cali- 
bres and vonstitutes a strong argument for the adop- 
tion of the system in the main batteries of naval 
vessels and for field guns using metallic case ammu- 
nition. 

The official report of the trial of the first 6-pounder 
conducted at Annapolis in 1889, and which resulted 
in the contract from the Navy Departmegt upon 
‘which the Driggs Company is now ongan » gives 
results which may be summarized as follows: 

A trial was first made to see how far it was ne- 
cessary to shove the cartridge home before the 
breech-block could be closed. It was found that 
the breech could not be closed with the rim of the 
cartridg® more than three-fourths of an inch from 
the extractors. 

The possibility of firing before the breech is closed 
and securely locked was next tested and it was 
found impossible to fire before the breech was prop- 
erly closed and locked. ~ 

A number of rounds was fired to test the general 
working of the breech mechanism, and afterwards 
trial was made to ascertain the greatest number of 
rounds that could be fired in one minute, the crew 
consisting of three men, one to point and fire, one 
to load and work the breech mechanism, and one to 
pass ammunition. Eighteen rounds were actually 
fired, and one miss-‘ire occurred; making allow- 
ance for the time required to withdraw the loaded 
cartridge in excess of that required for an empty 
case, this would place the number of rounds per 
minute, with an unpracticed crew, at20. Theshort- 
est time between fires was 2 seconds, and the longest 
7seconds when the miss-fire took place. 

After a number of rounds to test the facility for 
loading at different elevations the continuous fire 
test wes made, during which 63 rounds were fired in 
4 minutes and 23 seconds. 

The platform upon which the mount was secured 
became loose during the trial, and the gun, not be- 
ing rigidly fixed, required frequent changes of ele- 
vation. 

The total number of rounds fired during the trial 
was 101, and the duration of trial about one hour. 
The breech mecbanism remained cool and no in- 
jury was detected either in the breech-block or 
grooves. The locking device for holding up the 
breech-block when closed appeared satisfactory, 
and the strength and endurance of the breech me- 
chanism were found to be ample. 

The following are some particulars of the 1, 3 and 
6-pounder Driggs-Schroeder R. F. guns:

ACTION OF BREECH MECHANISM, 


The breech being closed and the gun fired, the ac- 
tion of the mechanism is as follows: The operator 
revolves the bandle through about 90 degrees of 
arc. This opens the breech, full cocks the firing 
u echanism, and extracts and throws to the rear the 
empty cartridge cases. The breech being closed the 
block is supported by the cam, LE, Fig. 3, the wall 2, 
resting on the upper toe, e’,of the cam. This cam 
fits in a recess in the centre of the block, A, and is 
mounted on the main bolt 3, Fig. 2, to the outer end 
of which is secured the handle. That part of the 
bolt on which the cam fits is hexagonal in cross seo- 
tion, so that bolt and cam must turn together. 
Over the cam recess, in another cavity of the 
block, fits the firing pin, C, with an upturned head, 
c’, bearing against the apiral main spring, D. A 
projecting lug, c’’’, on the firing pin, takes in a 
groove on the cam. (Groove shown on 9, Fig. 2.) 

The first movement of the bandle revolves the 
cam (independently of the block), moving the point 
e’,to the rear. This point bearing against the lug 
Cc’, moves the firing pin back sufficiently to with- 
draw its point, and allow the block to drop. 

Continuing the movement of the handle, the 
lower lett hand corner, (as shown by eketch) of the 
cam, e', bears down hard on the bottom of the 
block, forcing it down with powerful leverage. 
Tois downward movement of the block is permitted, 
and controlled, by the upper part of thecam, which 
slides along the inclined wall 2-8. At the eame time 
the guide greoves of the block descend over the 
pins 12, 12, until the pins occupy the positions 9, 9, 
in the grooyes. A further rotation of the block is 
guided by the pins following the groove 10, 11. 
These pins are inserted through the walls of thegun 
(one on each side), the inner ends projecting into 
the guide grooves. 

The block ceases to drop when the bands a, a, a, 
are well clear of their grooves a,a,a. At this time 
the main bolt B, has arrived at the upper end of the 
elongated opening 13. 

A further movement of the bandle revolves the 
cam, forcing the tiring pin to the rear and re | 
it. At this stage of the cam’s revolution, aroun 
piv 4, Fig. 3, fite into the recess e, of the cam, and 
block and cam necessarily revolve togetber until 
the breech is open. The two extractors, 4, 4, Fig. 2, 
ope on each side of the chamber, revolve on pro- 
jecting arms fitting into the cheeks of the jacket. 
The front face of the block on each side is cut away 
to receive these extractors. (See 1, Fig. 2.) The 
lower ends of the extractors are curved,

causes ths block to exert a powerful camming ) be. 


effect on $he extractors, moving them to the rear 


only a slight amount, but snfficient to loosen the 
cartridge case throughout its entire length. 

The movement then becomes abrupt, throwing 
the case sharply to the rear. 

A reverse motion of the handle closes the breech. 
Pistol grip on the side contuins a trigger connected 
with a sear. Pulling the trigger releases the cock- 
ing lug from the sear arm, the spiral spring then 
throws the firing pin forward and explodes the car- 
tridge. 

On Monday last an exhaustive test was made of 
the first 6-pdr. gun furnished the Navy under con- 
tract with the Navy Department. 

Two bundred rounds were fired in about four 
hours. Some 78 of these were mainly for rapidity of 
fire and to observe what effect heat would have 
upon the mechanism. The crew for this test con- 
sisted of three men, two working the gun and the 
third passing ammunition. These were all employed 
at the Proving Grounds, but only one had any 
previous knowledge of rapid-fire guns. 

The one who loaded, extracted, and closed the 
breech, had never worked a rapid-fire gun before 
during actual firing and bad only received but short 
instruction with dummy cartridges the day before 
the test. 

The first volley for rapidity was five rounds in 16}¢ 
seconds, the second five rounds in 15 seconds, then 
eight rounds in 20 seconds, or a rate of 24 rounds per 
minute. lt was conceded that with practice 30 
rounds per minute could easily be attained. 

A test for endurance and accuracy was then 
made, consisting in the rapid firing of 61 rounds. 
The time occupied in this was3 min. 35 sec., the 
best record being made during the second minute, 
when 20 rounds were fired. After this firing an at- 
tempt was made to get the temperature of the 
muzzle, but as the thermometer only registered 212 
deg., and as the mercury shot up to that point 
ulmost at once, no accurate record could be made. 
The estimate was over 300 deg. The mechanism 
during, this firing was cool, but later io the test be- 
came very hot. Some deliberate firing was tben 
mado, about 40 rounds being fired at the rate of 15 
per minute. Tests for accuracy were then made, 
all of 20 shots falling inside a lateral distance of six 
feet at 1,500 yards. 

From start to finish the gun worked perfectly, 
nothing having given out or failed in any way. At 
the conclusion of the test the mecbanism was cril- 
ically examined and found perfect; the bore was 
star gauged, and no alteration detected, so that it 
may be said that the gun came out of the test in as 
good a conditien as it entered it, and that it never 
for a moment failed tu work perfectly. 








Tue twenty-second reunion of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac opened at Ruffalo on Friday 
of this week, amid scenes of patriotic enthusiasm 
and delightful remembrances of the days of yore.

THE most annoying feature of the baccarat affair 
in England for the Prince of Wales must be the 
criticisms he receives,on the point of honor in- 
volved, in the military circles of the Continent. The 
German papers point to the occupations and amuse- 
ments in which German crown princes spend their 
time as a rebuke to the Prince of Wales. German 
papers deliver homilies upon the vices and cor- 
ruptions of the English aristocracy, and the low 
standard of military honor shown in the affair at 
Tranby Croft—three high officers of the British 
Army joining in playing cards with a ‘ youngster,” 
ove of them cheating, and the whole party enter- 
ing into an agreement not to tell, which some one 
of them violated. 








Tux sudden appearance of a lake covering more 
than three hundred square miles in the well-known 
sunken area in California near the Arizona line, is 
perhaps the most striking phenomenon the earth 
has presented for cur amusement since she blew the 
top off a mountain im Japan three years ago and 
deluged the country with mud. The water of the 
new lake is supposed to come from the Colorado 
river, but the channel has not been discovered, and 
itis thuught to be underground. The water first 
appeared at Saltop,a plave where a bed of rock 
salt lying deep within the depression is mined and 
manufactured. Among many theories to be ad- 
vanced, it is just possible that in the heavy rise of 
the Colorado last year this salt bed was penetrated 
by the water and channels formed by solution of 
the salt. The annual rise of the river comes ip 
June, and the channels formed last year may be re- 
occupied now. If this is the true explanution, the 
slightest flow of water through the salt bed would 
intensify the dissolving action by bringing fresh 
water constantly to the attack, and the rate of flow 
would increase rapidly as the salt dissolved away. 
That an increase of this kind has taken place seems 
to be indicated by the meagre accounts received 
from California. If this is the explanation, the 
flooding oi the depression wil! result in nothing but 
damage, for as soon as the river falls and lessens its 
supply of water, the hot, dry air of the desert will 
soon reduce the lake to nothingness. If, on the 
other band, as Major Powell suggests, the lake is 
formed by the breaking down of the river bank, it 
is impossible to say how extensive the flooding may 
The banks are sand, and may be cut down in- 


definitely. Army officers will remember that Cap- 





tain (then Lieutenant) Wheeler of the Eagineer 
Corps was ordered to determine, by examination 
and survey, the feasibility of filling the whole de- 
pression, making a lake covering about 1,200 square 
miles. His conclusion was that the whole flow of 
the Colorado river is not sufficient to overcome the 
evaporation from that area in that climate, and 
that the amount of tunnelling required to bring 
water from the Pacific was too great to permit re- 
course to that method. Times have changed since 
tbat report was made, and the art of tunnelliag has 
been improved and cheapened so much that if a 
substantial benefit from the artificial lake could be 
proved, the tunnel project might be worth consid- 
ering. The difficulty is that no benefit to agricul- 
ture from the work can be proved conclusively 
Lake Meeris in Egypt, which Herodotus described. 
served as a reservoir of water for irrigation besides 
baving other uses. Nothing of the kind could be 
expected from the projected California lake. What- 
ever benefit it conferred would come from evapora- 
tion alone, and to depend upon that uncertain 
and uncontrollable quautity would make the 
enterprise the greatest gamble a Government 
ever entered upon. 





Tue formal transfer of the Weather Bureau from 
the War Department to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, under an act of Congress, took place, July 1, 
when Gen. Greely relinquished the duties as Chief 
of the Bureau, and Secretary Rusk assumed them 
on behalf of the Department of Agriculture. Maj, 
Henry H. C. Dunwoody and Lieuts. Wm. A. Glass- 
ford, Joseph E. Maxfield, and J. P. Finley have 
been detailed to serve with the Weather Bureau as 
reorgauized. All but Lieut. Finley will probably re- 
main in Washington on duty, he remaining for the 
present at his post in California. 








lw an article in “ Macmillan’s Magazine’’ on the 
Russian soldier the writer says: ‘*‘ Without bis cap- 
tain he would be in deadly perplexity . Who would 
think of him, lead him, or punish him ? His captain 
may porsibly defraud him of his due or ill-treat him 
in anger, but, nevertheless, he loves him better 
than he would a German officer whose punishments 
are just and well considered. If a European soldier 
were to see bis non-commissioned officer drunk, dis- 
cipline would become impossible; but the Russian 
puts him to bed, wipes him clean, and obeys him 
asffaithfully as ever on the morrow when his fit is 
over.”’

Unsper the act of July 5, 1884, authorizing the re- 
tirement of officers of the Pay Department after 
twenty years’ service, the President has directed 
the retirement of Majs. Peter P. G. Hall and Henry 
G. Thomas, both of whom have been incapacitated 
for active service tor eix or seven years past. They 
made application to be retired shortly after the law 
passed, but appointments baving been stopped to 
the corps the authorities have always preferred to 
utilize the vacancies on the limited retired list for 
other branches of the Service where some benefit in 
the way of promotion might ensue. These are the 
first retirements that have occurred under the 20 
year law. By tbese retirements the number of pay- 
masters is reduced to 31, two in excess of the quota 
fixed by the act referred to. By age retirement alone 
the number will not be reduced tothe authorized 
limit until September, 1892, when Maj. De Witt C. 
Poole becomes 64 years of age. These last retire- 
ments, that of Capt. A. W. Buell, Asst. Surg., and the 
retirement this week of Maj. Geo. E. Head, 3d Inf., 
under the30 years’ service law, fills up the limited 
ret:red list to within about half a dozen of the num- 
ber authorized, and practically relieves the active 
list of all the officers subject to retirement. The to- 
tal number of retired officers is now about 600. 








THE number of civilian appointments to the grade 
of 2d lieutenant in the Army bas been limited to 
24. Nineteen jcandidates received letters of au- 
thority several weeks ago to appear for examina- 
tion. Five more have been added to the number 
since. They are: E. A. Shuttleworth, of Bellows 
Falla, Vt.; J. W. Ewiog, of Evansville, Ind.; G. W. 
Cole, of St. Louis; Robert Sewell, of Camden, N. J., 
and John Howard, of Governor’s Island, N. Y. The 
latter is a son of Major Gen. O. O. Howard. It is an- 





nounced from the War Department that these are 
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all the candidates that will be named, unless some 
of them should fail, iu which event others will be 
designated until twenty-four in all are successful, 
This number bas been fixed upon as about the sur- 
plus of vacancies that will exist on June 3), after 
the West Point graduates and non-commissioned 
officers bave been assigned. But for the fact tbat 
there are to be some assignments as additionals to 
the Engineer Corps and the artillery, there would 
not be so many available vacancies in the infantry 
and cavalry for civilians. It is understood that the 
firet five of the graduates will be assigned to the 
Engineer Corps. A number, how many has not yet 
been decided, will also be assigned as additionals to 
the artillery. Un July 1 there were ninety-eight 
vacancies in allin the cavalry and infantry, with 
sixty-five graduates and seventeen non-commis 

sioned officers to provide for; this would leave 
only eightteen vacancies for civilians, but in 
view of the assignment of some of the graduates as 
additionals, the Secretary, concluded to fix the 
number of civilian appointments at twenty-four. 





The current number of the Proceedings of the 
U. S. Naval Institute contains the discussion of the 
naval prize essay for 1891, by Ensign A. P. Niblack, 
on “the enlistment, training and organization of 
crews for our new ships.’’ The participants

A REVOLUTIONARY HERO. 
Usper this heading the Chicago Tribune pub- 
ishes the following: 
CHICAGO, May 28. 


Editor of the Tribune: 

For the information of Mr. Blalock, who supposed 
himeelf the only surviving son of a Revolutionary 
soldier, allow me te say wy father, Willard Church, 
born in Mansfield, Tolland County, Conn.. in 1758, 
enlist«d in a Connecticut regiment in 1775 for the 
term of 13 months, and was discharged in January, 
1777, at Newtown, fa. The following May he re en 
lieted in a Connecticut regiment for three years, and 
was discharged in April, 1780, at Springflelo, N. J. 
He then sbipped at New London, Conn., on board a 
privateer, which craft was captured by a British 
man-of-war, and my father with others was impri- 
soned nine months in the Old Jersey prison sbip in 
New York bay. After the surrender of Lord Corn- 
wallis at Yorktown, hostilities ceasing, he was re- 
leased before articles of peace bad been signed. 

Among the memorable engagements in which he 
participated the most noced was the storming of 
Stony Point Fort on the Hudson, under the com- 
mand of Gen. Anthony Wayne. He was one of 200 
volunteers who, with fixed bayonets but unioaded 
guns, proceeded in advance of the main Army for 
tbe purpose of drawing the fire of the garrison. The 
plan was for the main storming force to rush in and 
capture the guns while they were being reloaded. 
The fore was taken, but tbe ruse was only a partial 
success, The altack was made at midnight and was 
intended to be a surprise. The guns of the advance 
force were unloaded lest a chance shot should;pre- 
maturely alarm the garrison. 

Willard Courch was married in 1795 in Burlington, 
Otsego Co., N. Y., and of the pine children born to 
bim, all of whom grew up to bave families of their 
own, four still survive. The oldest, aged 88, resides 
in East Saginaw, Mich, The next, aged 8, lives io 
Adrian, Mich. The undersigned. aged 78, bas resided 
in Coicago tbe last 38 yeare. The youngest of the 
family, aged 75, resides in Gratiot County, Micb. 
This brother participated in the late Civil War. He 
was first captain in the 26(h Michigan Regiment, and 
was subsequently appointed tbe chaplain of his reg 
iment,and was atthe front when the war closed 
and witnessed the surrender of Gen. Lee, His son, 
witb the rank of colonel, was on Gen. Miles’s staff, 
In command at Fort Monroe. Col. Natbao Chureb 
transferred the fallen President of the Confederacy 
from the steamer tothe fort,and probably knows 
as much about the imprisonment of Jefferson Davis 
as any other man. You see we are a family of 
fighters, baving as one of our ancestors the cele- 
brated Capt. Church, of Rhode Island, the great In- 
dian warrior of Colonial times. LEROY CHURCH. 


Willard Church was the grandfather of the editor, 
of the ARMY AND Navy JoURNAL. In addition to 
Col. Nathan Church here mentioned, he had two 
grandsons of his name in the Army during the War 
of the Rebellion as well as one son. By a curious 
coincidence, these four descendants of Willard in 
the military service were at one time gathered to- 
gether in the same brigade, though they came from 
the several States of New York, Illinois and Michi- 
gan.

The coming test of the 4.72-inch Hotchkies, Canet 
and Armstrong rapid-fire guns by the Army Ord- 
nance Bureau will be interesting not only in deter- 
mining the relative merits of these three rapid-fire 
systews, but in establishing the best brand of 
smokeless powder used in the test. The French 
powder will be used in the Hotchkiss and Canet 
guos and cordite in the Armstrong. There is great 
nvalry between the makers of these two powders, 
which are generally regarded as the best now made. 





A despatch from Manchester, June 27, says; “ A 
private exhibition was given bere to-day of a new 
guo which, it is predicted, will supersede a great 
part of the ordnance now in use. Tbe inventor is 
J. E. Bott, an engineer, and the details as to the de- 
sign, etc., of the new piece are kept a profound 
secret until the American and continental patents 
have been secured. The priaciple of the gun is 
poeuwmatis, and it is ascertained that it will surpass 
the Zalinski gun iu range, and that it will throw 50 
pounds of dynamite a distance of three miles. Tne 
new weapon, it is asserted, can be fired twice a 
minute. 





Tue United Service Gazette says: “‘All the ships of 
the Channel squadron bave now completed their 
yeatly prize firiog with successful resultsso far as 
the accuracy is concerned, but a new difficulty 
which was suspected before, has been experien 
in firing the 13.5 guns, the tubes used with these 
guns constantly failing to ignite the charge. The 
distance between the tube and the charge is about 
two feet, and the use ofa primer to convey the flame 
is required to overcome the difficulty. The Camper- 
down bad many misfiresin this way, and the other 
ships are almost as bad.” 





Speaking on the subject of smokeless powder, Mr. 
F. 8. Very, late U. S. Navy, who bas recently come 
across the water on business connected with the 
Wasbington branch of the Hotchkiss Co., said to 
our Washington representative the other day that 
the experimental stage io this matter is pow passed, 
and that pearly ail the foreign countries are 
successfully using smokeless brands for high-power 
cannon as well as smail arms. Concerning their 
keeping qualities, he says bis firm has been using the 
French smokeless powder in ali of their guns for 
the past year and a half and they have not as ma 
found any ground of complaint on that or any other 
score. He regards the French powder, especially 
for cannon, as the best powder now extant. For 
small arms he is not sure that perfection has 
been reached as yet, but several desirable brands 
are in practical use.

RECENT DEATHS. 


LIEUTENANT COMMANDER GrorGE A.1 Noragis, 
U.8.N., who died in San Franéisco, June 30, of 
pneumonia, wasa native of Maine and graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1866. His first service 
wasin the South Atlantic station on the Pawnee, 
He was promoted lieutenant in 1870, and was em- 
ployed in the Darien surveying expedition and, a 
little later, in surveying work in the Pacific. After 
a brief term in the Hydrograpbic Office he was ap- 
pointed in 1879 to the St. Mary's, on which he served 
three years. In 1886 he was promoted lieutenant 
commander and assigned to special duty in New 
York. He joined the Omaha a few months ago. 

THERE was deep regret throughout the Army this 
week at the news of the death at Garfield Hospital, 
Washington, D. C., June 29, of that distinguished 
officer Brevet Brigadier-General Geo. Thom, col- 
onel, U. 8S. Army, retired. His death was the result 
of exhaustion, following an attack of apoplexy. 
Gen. Thom was born in New Hampshire, entered 
the Military Academy io 1835, was graduated in 
1839, and promoted to the Topograpbical Eagineer 
He served with gallantry during the Mexican war 
being for a short time aide-de-camp to Gen. Pierce 
and afterwards, until the beginning of the War of 
the Rebellion, on various surveys, etc. He was pro- 
moted major in September, 1861, and soon after- 
wards was appointed colonel and A.A. D.C. His 
service during the war was of the most efficient 
character, and from July 11, 1862, to April 20, 1865, 
be was chief Topographical Engineer on the staff of 
Maj. Gen. Halleck. For bis meritorious services he 
received at the close of the war brevets, from lieu- 
tenant colonel to brigadier genera!. Heattained the 
grade of colonel, Corps of Engineers. in 1880, and was 
retired at his own request Feb. 20, 1883. Thisis but 
an outline of a most distiuguished military career. 
The deceased officer was popularand had a large 
cirele of friende, and his death will be universally 
regretted. 


LIEUTENANT JACOB GRAY McWuorrter, U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps, who died at the Naval Hospital, Chelsea, 
Massa., June 27, was graduated from the Naval Acad- 
emy, high in his class, in 1882, served for several 
months on the Yantic, was transferred to the Lan- 
caster, serving inthe Mediterranean, remained in 
the European equadron until ordered home for bis 
final promotion, which was delayed several months 
owing to asevere attack of Roman feverat Alex- 
andria. Heserved one yearat Mare Island, three 
years on the South Pacific, on the Adams, at Pan- 
ama, Chili and Peru. He was one of the officers 
present at the opening of the Panama Canal, accom- 
panying de Lesseps and party; wasin command of 
the Marine guard, which did most effective service 
on shore at Samoa, in protecting American interests 
during the Tamasese rebellion. During the last two 
years he bas served at the Philadelphia, Norfolk 
and Boston Navy-yards. His constitution was im- 
paired by several attacks of tropical fever. His last 
service was in vommand of the Marine battalion, 
which participated in the celebration, in Boston, of 
the anniversary of the battleof Bunker Hill,the 17th 
of June last, on his thirtieth birthday. 


Tue Michigan Commandery of the Loyal Legion, 
ip an obituary noticeof Wells William Leggett, say: 
“Whben the war broke out he was not old enough to 
enlist, but, notwithstanding bis extreme youth, he 
gave bis services to the causeof his country and 
served. with distinction as a volunteer Aide. He 
followed the fortunes of that grand old Army of 
the Tennessee, and participated in its many bloody 
and victorious covflicts from 1862 to 1865. After the 
close of the war be was appointed to the C. S, Mili- 
tary Academy and graduated with bonors in 1869. 
To the brave young soldier of the war, the Army 
op a peace establishment possessed no charm, and 
he soon left it (Jan. 10, 1870) to seek a more active 
employment for his vatural legal talent aud well 
trained faculties.

STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, N. Y. : 
PEEK SKILL, July 2, 1891. 
THE TOUR OF THE SEVENTH REGIMENT. 


As stated last week, the Seventh were at the camp 
this year to make a record, and a record they did 
make—one that sur any week's tour of camp 
duty ever performed by that regiment. Colonel 
Appleton’s plans and suggestions were erl 
adopted by officers and men, and not a single hite 
marred the barmopy of action. 

The ceremonies ot the week were simply perfec- 
tion, and though inthe school of the battalion the 
command was somewhat ragged and is not equal to 
the Twelfth or Twenty-second in field manceuvres, 
yet the steadiness of the men, the close attention to 
the daty of the hourand the perfect silence main- 
tained in ranks, must in the eyes of the military 
spectator outweigh the “get there” principle of the 
organizations mentioned. The State officials are 
well satisfied with the work of the regiment, and 
warmly commended Colonel Appleton on the suc- 
cess of the week. 

Tuesday’s work opened with company skirmish 
drill, both fields, the Point of Rocks, the road to 
Roa Hook, and a portion of the McCoy farm being 
utilized. A steady improvement was uoticed in al- 
most every company, especially in their familiarity 
with the bugle calls. The guard mount of the 
morning was all that could be desired and satisfac- 
tory to the guard inspector. The duties of the sen- 
tries, too, was capitally performed during the day, 
not a single line of laxity being observed; but in 
the night duty there was a lack of spirit and a faint- 
ness in the challenges which were not up to the ex- 
pectations of the officers. 

The battalion drill was in ten companies of twelve files, 
the slim tronts being caused by the double detail for 
guard each day,and the necessary details for policing the 
camp. The drill was a progressive one, and consisted 
maioly of ployments into column and deployments into 
line, many of the formations being made on the interior 
divisions; numerous changes of front on the right a 
left companies, and a fine display of the firiugs by company, 
wing and battalion. 

Tbe aftercoon guard mount wasa repetition of the morn- 
ing’s good work, while the evening dress parade was only 
as the Seventh can execute that ceremony. Lieut-Colonel 
Smith took this parade, the march off in echelon being 
warmly applauded by the spectators. 

The Adjutant General and [ospector General of North 
Carolina were in camp duriog the day, and commended the 
splendid duty pertormed by the regiment. 

A noted feature of the work of the regiment is the prompt- 

ness with which the men “fail in” in answer tothe reguiar 
calis, There is no shirking, aud so far not asick man in 
camp. Oo Wedoesduy the morning drills were varied, a 
number of company movements, with firings by file, rank 
and company. being iaterepersed with the practice in skir- 
mishing. 
After the regular formation for the midday drili, Colonel 
Appieton tendered a review to Lieut.-Colonel Lodor, Ist 
U. 3. Art., the otticer detailed by the Secretary of War at 
the New York Camp. The “present” was executed as 
though by one map, while the steadiness during the iaspec- 
tion of the long line cuuld not be excelled. The passage, 
too, was excellent, and though there was a slight loss of dis- 
tance toward tue rear of the column, it was caused in the 
maio by the unevenness of the ground. After passing in quick 
time the oand struck up “Susan's Suaday Out,” and the 
eoiuma passed in “ double time.’’ During this passage the 
alignments were excellently preserved, the old rule of the 
regiment, “touch tae elbow,” being well observed; the 
distances, too, were capital, and so well preserved that whea 
atter circling the large tield and wheeling into line, still 1a 
double time, left into line, wheel was ordered, tbe new 
alizament was as perfect as when first turned over by the 
Adjutant.

Staty-ninth New York,—Col, Jas, Cavanagh. 


On June 15 Judge Andrewe,of the Supreme Court of 
New York, enjoined the lst Brgade Bvoard ot Examiners 
from re-examiniog ist Lieut. T. F. Kerr, captain elect of 
Co. K, 60th Reyiment,tor said office of captain, on the 
ground thst the Board baving once examined bim and re- 
ported him unqualitied had no further power in the matter, 
and that Kerr was thereby rendered ineligible for one year, 
and that another election should be bad meantime. The 
matter came up before Judge Beuch on motion to continue 
the injunction Thursday, June %5. The Judge took tha 
Papersand reserved biz decision uotil June 26, when he de- 
nied the motion and said: “I deem it unwise for the court 
to restrain a military Board, It the Board acts contrary to 
law, but ion matters generally witnio its jurisdiction, the 
illegal action will presumably be reversed by higher mili- 
tary authority. The court will not intervene upon motions 
of a private person in no wise directly interested.” 

W. C. Reddy appeared for the plaintiff and Judge Advyo- 
cate Van Duzer for the Board. 

Asa maiter of facttbhe Examining Board never intended 
to re-examine Lieut. Kerr. it bad previously rejected bim, 
which action was endorsed by Gen. Fitzgerala, who aiso 
directed Col. Cavanagh to order a new election, woich has 
not yet been done. If, after a reasonable time has elapsed, 
and oo election is ordered, the brigade commander cap, it 
be thinks it advisable, direct the colonel to order one, 
Until there ia a change in the head of the regiment matters 
therein will be in a cootinual snarl. The colonel bas bad a 
long snd honorable record, both in war and peace, and it is 
conceded on al! sides that be should retire and make way 
for a younger map, who can conduc’ the affairs of the regi- 
ment in an active manner and enforce the proper discip- 
live, Till this necessary change is made the regiment can- 
not be elevated to the svhere it should occupy. Recom- 
mendations huve been made to Gov. Hill in reterence to the 
unsatisfactory state of affairs, with a request that proper 
action be taken to remedy the same, but without avail. As 
an officer bigh in authority said, ** Tne Governor practi- 
cally willdo nothiog. He may dir cta mild auction, giving 
the semblance of an official rebuke, such as curtailing sup- 
plies for a time, but without any effect. The internal bick- 
erings and violations of law, wbich have been more prowi- 
nent in this regiment than any in the Stute,” continued the 
officer, “ have been allowed to continue right along in the 
most open manoper, and without anybody being brought to 
task. The 32d Regiment, in uotbing so bad a condition as 
the 69th, wxs recommended to be disbanded, but the in- 
spectiog officers dure not make such a recommendation in 
tbe latter's vase.” “I koow tor a fact,” said the officer, 
“Gen. Fitzgerald bas done all in bis power to correct the dis- 
graceful condition of affairs in the regiment, but bis hands 
are tied aod be can do nothing. If he was tree to act, or 
if bis recommendations were carried out, the 69th wouid 
stana among the best in the State,aod with such wagniti- 
cent material it is a shame tbat it should lack proper de- 
velopmenat.”’ The above will be generally couceded to be 
a correct statement of facts. The 68i:h Regiment cer- 
tainly needs a thorough sifting and some one at its head 
who can properly administer its affairs and enforce discip- 
lioe. The unmilitary doings, to the scandal of the National 
Guard, bave been allowed to continue too lung, and if dis- 
cipline and reorganization was ever needed, it is right in 
this regiment.

Tue burning of the building occupied by the regiment as 
an armory, which occurred early iast Saturday morning 
(June 27), was very unfortunate, more especiaily at this 
time, as a week later (July 4) the regiment was ordered to 
duty at the Camp of lastruction.

NAVAL BATTALIONS. 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


WE bave received the offical order announcing the 
programme for the five days’ tour of duty of the 
paval battalion. commencing July 6, when they will 
report on the Wabash. A portion of each of the 
next four days wiil be spent on board the vessels of 
the Squadron of Evolution in naval drill, the first, 
second,tbird and fourth divisions going respectively 
to the Chicago, Newark. Boston and Adlanta, and a 
crew of officers to the Yorktown. They will be ex- 
ercised ip great gun drill, in the ammunition and its 
service, general quarters “away,all boats armed and 
equipped,” reguiar quarters,and inspection and tar- 
get practice witb the main and secondary batteries. 
The drill will bein part by the divisional officers of 
the ships, and 10 part by the officers of the militia 
battahon. From 9 to10 P.M.on Thursday, July 9, 
tbe squadron will be supposed to be an enemy's 
*quadron at anchor ia the harbor, but not protected 
by torpedo nets or guard boats. The naval militia 
will attempt to destroy one or more of the ships by 
torpedoes improvised as 1t may devise. The squad- 
ron will defend itself with search lights and the sec- 
ondary battery. At 10.304. m., Friday, July 10, the 
squadron’s naval brigase and the militia battalion 
will make a landing on Deer Island, supposed to be 
in the possession of an enemy.

MATHEMATICS. 


An interesting feature of the Bryant cur- 
riculum is the use of the Delsarte system of 
Physical expression. This system does not 
take the place of regular gymnastic training, 
nor is it intended to do so; but when the 
pupil bas been prepared by the vigorous 
muscular exercise of the gymnasium, and 
when joints and muscles are relaxed and 
nimble, then the peerless education of the 
exquisite Delsarte exercises is added to train 
the whole being to perfect and exact ex- 
pression of every thought and emotion that 
may possess the mind. 

So sinuous are these movements and atti- 
tudes, and so subtie is the charm which they 
exercise over the mind, that they become a 
very part of one’s being, so that the features, 
the head, the hand, the foot, the very limbs, 
take on naturally and involuntarily the 
attitude which most perfectly expresses what 
is passing in the mind. 

To bave mastered the Delsarte system is to 
have acquired the most perfect ‘pbysical 
education it is possible tosecure. By it one 
seeros beautiful, whatever moulc of feature 
or form may b2, because every movement is 
an expression, every attitude a revelation of 
some thought or emotion. One's very pre- 
sence is a charm to beholders, and every 
diverse position is like a part of a gracefully 
varying panorams. 

This system is taugbt at Bryant in connec- 
tion witb carefully adapted gymnaatic exer- 
cises, which ere practiced with piano accom- 
paviment. These exercises, with the military 
drill, furnish the best physical culture known 


to educatois of the present day, but neither 
gymnastics nor the military drill can equip 
the body for eaact mental expression. Toey 
prepare the muscles and the various mem- 
bers of the buman frame for picturesque 
and speaking pantomime, but there they 
leave it—beiplese, because uotrained in the 
art of using the physica! to express the men 
tal. The Delsarte system takes that finely 
prepared body and gives it the necessary 
trainiog to become a machine by which one 
may speak ion the most eloquent of terme, 
and yet be voiceless. The system of Delsarte 
is to the gymoasium what the University is 
to the village bigeh school, ana without it 
physical culture fails of its principal aim: 
i.e., the eoucation of the physical being to 
perfect grace and true intelligence of move-
